Mapam super-doves would 
accept Palestinian entity

RAMAT GAN. — Mapam super- 
doves yesterday proposed Israel re- 
turn to most of the June 1967 
borders, refrain from establishing 
new settlements in the administered 
territories, and honour a Palestinian 
decision to establish their own state 
between Israel and Jordan.

Riot suspect held 
for throwing grenade

TEL AVIV.:— A 31-year-old resi- 
dent of the Hatikva Quarter was 
arrested yesterday on suspicion of 
having thrown a hand grenade at 
police during the riots there three 
weeks ago. Two policemen and two 
civilians were wounded by shrapnel.

Maritime Fruit

HAIFA. — The Maritime Fruit 
Carriers company yesterday paid in 
full the $150,000 in wages owed for

TEL AVIV.— Mayor Shlomo Lahat 
warned yesterday that residents of 
the new Neve Zahal housing es- 
tates may remain without any pub- 
lic services because people illegally 
take over public land there and put 
up structures on it. 

The mayor was speaking to 
members of the Knesset Interior 
Affairs Committee, which visited 
the city as part of its study of 
the problem of illegal construction. 

Neve Zahal, near the Kfar Sha- 
Jem slum, is inhabited mostly by 
slum evacuees and young couples. 
Public land is needed for parks 
and schools. When the housing 
development was started on a 120- 
dunam area five years ago, 128 
slum families were living there. 
Since then, 70 of the families have 
been evacuated and their shanties 
replaced by new apartment blocks. 
Now, however, there are 202 fami- 
lies in slum dwellings in the area,

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Senate puts off vote 


on foreign aid bill 6 rs

WASHINGTON, — The Senate has 
once again put off until next week 
final pi of a revised, two-year 
foreign aid authorization bill, which 
includes some $4.5b. in economic

Israel. 

The Senate postponement of the 
vote — the House earlier this month 
approved a similar two-year bf] — 
fs the result of pending action oh 
an unrelated anti-trust bill which 
is facing atiff opposition and will 
have to be concluded before the 
foreign aid measure can once again 
be considered. 

For Israel, the matter is of con- 
siderable concern because Israel 
arms payments are due later this 
month and Israel Finance Ministry 
officials had counted on the U.S. 
assistance to help meet them, With- 
out final approval of the author- 
ization biB, and an accompanying 
appropriations biH which will be 
taken up later, Israel will have 
difficulty meeting its financial obli- 
gations. . 


President Ford vetoed an earlier 

authorization bill approved dy the 
Congress because of foreign ey 
restrictions contained, 
Although many of those Ἐν τὴδ κα 
have been removed in the two-year 
compromise version, there are still 
some elements that are causing the 
President concern, and the Admi- 
nistration hopes that an eventual 
House-Senate conference committee 
will delete them. 


The authorization dill includes 
some §550m. im transitional quarter 
funding for Israel, while the pend- 
ing appropriations bill does not. 
President Ford earlier warned that 
he would veto the bil if the funds 
were included, but lately there have 
been indications that he will go 
along with a compromise sum if the 
authorization bill comes to him with- 
out the other foreign policy res- 
trictions. 

Israel supporters on Capitol Hill 
are tthus under pressure to’ help 
remove those limitations, including 
an overall $9b. dollara annual for- 
eign arms sales ceiling. 


Moynihan in Senate race 


NEW YORK. — Damiel Patrick 
Moynihan, the former U.S, Ambas- 
sador to the UN, announced for- 
mally yesterday that he will seek 
the Democratic nomination for the 
U.S. Senate. 

The 49-year-old former adviser 'to 
American presidents, beginning with 
John F. Kennedy, said he decided 
to make the race “at the urging of 
friends in the party and in the la- 
bour movement of New ‘York 
State.” The announcement had been 
anticipated for some time. 

Five other Democrats already are 
in the race to become the challen- 


ger to the Senate incumbent, Re- 
publican-Conservative James Buck- 
ley. They are Rep. Bella Abzug, 
Ramsey Clark, former U.S. attor- 
mey general, businessman Abraham 
Hirschfeld, Paul O’Dwyer, president 
of the New York City Council, and 
Assemblyman Andrew Stein. A De- 
mocratic pri election on Sep- 
tember 14 will decide the race.

BRUSSELS. — Despite the drama- 
tic growth in its fleet, the Soviet 
Union faces weaknesses at sea that 
hamper its drive towards global 
power, a Nato intelligence report 
said yesterday. Russia's naval pro. 
biems inciude difficnities in supply- 
ing ships at sea, in giving its fleet 
air cover, in mounting amphibious 
operations and in hiding its sub- 
marines from detection in open 
water. The report stated this In a 
surprising departure from the Nato 
practice of emphasizing Communist 
military strength. 

The intelligence report, a regular 
feature of the twice-yearly meet- 
ings, traditionally views Soviet mili- 
tary growth im stark and gloomy 
terms. This year, however, the de- 
classified version released to the 
Public went out of its way to note 
Soviet naval deficiencies. Nato has 


expressed public alarm in recent 
years over the growth of the Soviet 
navy from a relatively small force 
to a globe-girdling armada... 


The report said Soviet ground and 
air forces are improving rapidly. 
Russia ig increasing its ability both 
to Inunech a surprise attack on the 
West and to fight a prolonged 
Buropean war; is strengthening its 
missile force and building its long- 
range “backfire” bombers faster 
than expected, it was stated. 


The report went on to say that 
Soviet fleets in the Indian Ocean 
and off the west coast of Africa 
“seem to be permanent.” but made 
It plain that the weaknesses are 
hampering the effectiveness of this 
attempt at world influence. On the 
other hand, it was pointed out, 
Russia has the world’s largest sub- 
marine fleet — more than 300 ac-

Jerusalem's Mental Health Centre, 
who thought “if a writer is good, he 
can tell us more than any 
theoretician."" Ezrath Nashim is 
planning to open a gerontology unit 
sometime this year, and the semingg 
was held to supply some ideasor 
Planners. 

Whether Einstein's contention was 
borne out at this meeting o> not, the 
hundred or so employees of social 
services who attended found some 
interesting business to thrash out. 


A survey of ageing in traditional 
Jewish, Moslem and Christian 
sources was the first order of 
business: it set up definitions and 
Protocol. For instance: '"Whe is an 
old woman?" Prof. Yeshayahu 
Leibowitz asked. The Talmud says a 
woman becomes old wher so called 
by her neighbours — “as long as she 
doesn't object too vehemently." 
Youth speaks first in the Talmud, he 
said, noting with a grin that that was 
“still true today.”* 

Not in the Koran, said Kadi Farid 
Wadjda Tabari, of Jaffa. There, 
youth are instructed not to speak 
before their parents or without their 
permission. Someone asked the 
Prophet Mohammed, ‘Who's com- 
pany should one seek out first?" 
Your mother's, was the answer. And 
next? Your mother's. And then? 
Your mother's. And then? Your 
father's. 

One of the workshops scheduled 
was on children’s literature, with 


authors Nadim Bathish, Galila Ron- 
Feder and A. Hillel.-As it turned out, 
both panelists and participants were 
puzzled about what they should be 
discussing. Those in the audience 
regarded the writers as educators, 
and wanted to hear how they helped 
children develop a healthy attitude 
toward older people. ‘‘Ayin” Hillel, a 
poet whose children's books are 
widely read, said any educating he 
did was inadvertent. He wrote what 
he felt impelled to write, because he 
had to write it. And he subscribed to 
the opinion that children's writers 
were only “big kids’ themselves — 
who had been “left back 30 or 40

grades," as he put it. 

The talk seemed to come closer to 
its purported goal at a workshop the 
next day on ‘‘preparation for death,” 
where David Shahar moderated a 
discussion with novelist Yitzhak Or- 
paz, and poets Haim Be'er, Mouid 
Ibrahim, and Anton Chames, an 
Arab who writes in both Arabic and 
Hebrew. ᾿ 


Haim Be‘'er read a poem, “The 
Smell of Tears," about memories of 
the death of a neighbour. There were 
afew comments on the application of 
the poem to the topic under discus- 
sion — no literary criticism was on 


the agenda. But then Be’er made the 
topic more immediate: “*Asa matter 
of fact," he said, “I almost didn't 
come today.” His mother, who was 
suffering from cancer. had had a dif- 
ficult week, and he feared this might 
be the end of her Hfe. 

But he had come, and his descrip- 
tion of his mother’s suffering spark- 
ed strong reactions from others 
around the table: 8 nurse from 
Shmuel Harofe Hospital was against 
prolonging life when it meant 
prolonging pain. A rabbi said respect 
for life was most important — and 
that meant keeping people alive as 
long as poasible. Perhaps some other 
sick person would benefit from the 
attempts. 

The poet Ibrahim, who has 

translated Goethe and Baudelaire 
into Arabic, said he attempted to 
convey in his own works that death is 
“not the opposite of life, but the op- 
posite of birth.” That it was not 
necessarily the end — we just didn't 
know. 
+ At the closing panel. Prof. Zvi 
Lamm, of the Hebrew University 
Schoo) of Education, tried to return 
the category of ‘old age" to its place 
in the life of an individual. ‘What is 
it man rejects?” he asked. ‘‘Is it only 
ageing, the approach of death?” 
‘There were limits to be coped with at 
any stage of life, he said, and poses 
to be assumed. Those who had not 
come to terms with them earlier in 
life would have more trouble when 
infinite possibility was reduced to 
the experience of a single life. 


Literature could make us more 
aware of problems of ageing — if we 
live what we read. But it could also 
be a source of error if we used it 
merely for diversion. 

The literature was good. For this 
occasion, the writers were better.

For Jews, the city represents a 
large, vital and devoted community 
with a number of unique problems. 

Montreal! was the centre of Jewish 
settlement in Canada (rom its begin- 
nings in the 18th century. The first 
congregation, the famous Shearith 
Israel] founded in 1760, was Sephardi. 
Until the mid-19th century, the 
number of Jews remained small. 
Most were Sephardi. There were 
only about 800 Jews in the city in the 
early 1880s and — like the rest of 
Canada — the significant history of 
Montreal Jewry began only with the 
arrival of large numbers fleeing 
from Tsarist Russia. 

According to Rick Xardonne. who 
gives a portrait of the community in 
“Present Tense" (publishec by the 
American Jewish Committee), the 
noureau riche Engiish-speaking 
Canadians feared the newcomers 
and barred their entry into commer- 
cial and social life in the first part of 
the century. The French-Canadians 
were even more hostile. The already 
established Jews ai first tried to ig- 
nore the newcomers, but finding 
themselves isolated in an Angiv- 
Saxon society, they increasingly 
devoted their energies to their own 
people. Jews continued to suffer 
from widespread social isolation un- 
til the World War IT era. The 1930s 
Saw open anti-Semitism, especially 
in French circles: street fights 
between Jewish and French- 
Canadian boys were a dally oc- 
currence in the 1930s and 1940s in 
certain areas. 

Kardonne traces how the Jews 
have gained social mobility in recent 
decades by becoming prominent 
economically in retailing and in ur- 
ban real estate, politically by mov- 
ing into the formerly ‘‘Anglo-Saxon 
preserve” of the Liberal and Conser- 
vative parties and by making 
themselves felt in the cultural 
sphere. He notes that their upward 
movement has been confined mostly 
to Anglo-Saxon society, as the 
French political parties have had an 
undertone of anti-Semitism and 


French-Canadian xenophobic 
nationalism has closed its dynamic 
youth music and film scene to Jews. 
But Jews have made an impact in 
the news media. symphony 
orchestras and in the English~ 
language cinema — the two most 
successful recent Canadian films 
were on Jewish themes. 

Continuing Jewish isolation may 
account, at least in part, for a thriv- 
ing Yiddish culture in Montreal, un- 
equalled in North America outside of 
New York City. Montreal has two 
Yiddish theatre groups and a weekly 
Yiddish newspaper. 

A new element entered Montreal 
in the late 1950s with the arrival of 
considerable numbers of Jews from

Morocco. Today they constitute one- 
sixth of Montreal's 114,000 Jews.

and Jewish circles has been cool and 
their social and economic adjust- 
ment has often been difficult. They 
tend to form a “ghetto within a ghet- 
to" and there is one group called 
Achim whose 300 members meet 
regularly. 

Montreal's Jews are caught 
between two rival cultures and the 
most striking expression of this oc- 
curs in the educational system, 
which is actually three systems — 
one for English-speaking 
Protestants, one for English- 
speaking Catholics and one for 
French-speaking Catholics. Jews 
have tended to send their children to 
the English-speaking schools. But 
{according to an article by W.E. 
Greening in the “Jewish Digest'’), 
the legal status of the educational 
rights of the Jewish community was 
never certain. They were not 
automatically entitled to education 
in an English-speaking schoo] and 
were dependent on the goodwill of 
the local English-speaking com-

According to Kardonne, many 
young Jews are ambivalent about 
their future in Quebec. They have 
seen many of their elders succeed in 
the economic and academic worlds, 
but increasing French-Canadian 
xenophobia means their exclusion 
from the French socio-economic 
sphere. Certain areas in the British- 
Canadian world are also closed to

Most young Jews have a strongly 
Jewish identity and the inter- 
marriage rate of 16 per cent is 
among the lowest in North America. 
There is a nagging uneasiness under 
the surface, and anti-Semitism still 
exists, compounded in some circles 
by pro-Arab sympathies. 

As long as the economic situation 
remains stable, the situation will 
probably not deteriorate. And 
although there has been every 
attempt to extend an aura of peace 
and prosperity in anticipation of the 
Olympic Games, the Jews will not 
forget that the leader of the Parti 
Quebecois, which is supported by a 
quarter of the population, stated at 
the time of the Munich massacre: 
“The slaughter of the 11 Israeli 
athletes is an action which in itself 
is, was and will continue to be a just 
one."

This is very 
gentlemanly of him as he and Han- 
nah are not on speaking terms and 
he certainly won't get any of the 
supplies. 


After a long week she staggers in 
and collapses, still In her muddy 
boots, on the neareat bed — mince. 
Later she complains about the food, 
the lack of slecp, the boring lessons 
— even worse than school and above 
all rushing like mad and then stand- 
ing in line. This hurry-up-and-wait 
routine, 1 tell her, is regular Army 
discipline and not something dream- 
ed up for her inconvenlence. They 
did it in my time and probably it was 
practised by the troops walting to 
rush the walls of Jericho.

Hope for India’s ‘slaves’

JUST A year ago Indian city- 
a@wellers were shocked into 


awareness of the unpalatable fact 
that large numbers of their coun- 
trymen lived in conditions of debt 
which chained them to their 
creditors for life. It was on July 2, 
1975, that Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi announced her 20-point 
manifesto of immediate action for 
socia] and economic advance, which 
included the brief sentence: ‘‘Bond- 
ed labour, wherever it exists, will be 
declared illegal.” 

Most urban Indians believed that 
this system of labour was a thing of 
the past. Those who knew the truth 
chose to ignore it. 

Although laws abolishing this 
cruel method of exploitation were 
passed more than 50 years ago, little 
effort was made to implement 
them. Under the system a small or 
landless peasant borrowed money 
from e landlord or moneylender at 
a high rate of interest. Since he could 
not put up security for the debt, he 
agreed to pay it off by working on his 
creditor's farm or in his household. If 
he failed to do so, his relatives or 
wife and children were obligated to. 
“The debtor was usuuilly illiterate and 
put his thumbprint-on a document 
under which he unwittingly sold 


himself into bondage for the rest of 
his life, 

Bonded labour did not merely 
mean paying off a debt through 
work. The labourer's bondage never 
ended because of his ignorance and 
Jow social standing in the village and 
the wealth and influence of his 
creditor. Thus a man mortgaged his 
life for a loan of a few hundred 
rupees. And his children inherited 
his debt, which swelled with the 
years. 

Sociologists link bonded labour 
with the practice of slavery in In- 
dia's dim historical past. When the 
Aryans entered the subcontinent 
from the north around 5000 years ago 
they conquered and enslaved its 
original inhabitants. 

The main problem the government 
now faces is what it should do to 
rehabilitate these victims of 
economic and social injustice. 
Surplus farmland is very scarce, and 
the rura] economy already bears a 
heavy load of unemployed or un- 
deremployed who need a source of 
steady earnings. 

‘The central government is prepar- 
ing a comprehensive scheme to 
resettle the newly freed with the help 
of the International Labour 
Organization and the Swedish Inter- 
national Development Agency.

THE JERUSALEM POST 


WHEN the Iron Curtain came down 

at the end of World War Iz, it divided 
Europe but also served to preserve 
folkways on its eastern side. While 
Mass media culture and the unifor- 
mity of affluence have all tut 
obliterated peasant life in Western 
Europe, it continues to exist 
alongside the lacklustre, austere in- 
dustrial centres of the Haast. 

This aspect of the Eastern Euro- 
pean scene was what fascinated the 
delegation of Israeli journalists 
which recently toured the tourist 
facilities of the Carpathians at the in- 
vitation of the Rumanian Ministry of 
‘Tourism. 


Our eight day stay was too short to 
form more than fleeting impressions 
but it was long enough for uz to 
notice that one of the major tourist 
commodities offered by Rumania is 
folklore. Most of it is colourful but 
stage-managed and exploited almost 
to excess, _ 

However, for the purists there are 
the mountain villages of Tran- 
sylvania and Moldavia, which seem 
to have been entirely passed over by 
the Twentieth Century. Our hosts 
were, naturally perhaps, most intent 
on showing off the new hotels and 
health resorts which they are putting 
up with enviable rapidity. But for us 
it was the villages through which we 
passed that left the most indelible 
impression. 

The Transylvanian village con- 
sists of clusters of narrow painted 
stucco cottages, some joined by 
arched gateways, with ochres, 
greens and reddish brown hues 
predominating against the lush 
green mountainous bac In 
Moldevia, closer to the Soviet 
border, the cottages are of 
weatherbeaten wood, some with 
thatched roofs and others with in- 


circled in blue paint and sometimes 
whole walls are tinted in ul- 
tramarine — a sure way to ward off 
evil spirits, regardless of what 
Marxist-Leninist ideology has to say. 

The village women were in- 
variably kerchiefed and wore long, 
semi-traditional . Men can still 
be seen in white peasant-style pants 
with long white shirts over them. 
They push a plough by hand, 
sometimes helped by a horse . and 
harvest by hand, seemingly ignorant 
of tractors and combines. Hay is 
stacked in tall front yard pyramids. 
At dusk, after a day’s work in the 
fields, the women return to do their 
ey in nearby streams and spin 

ad by hand, patiently at 
a bundle of wool atop a seh wien 
they slowly turn, 

The chief means of transportation 
is a wooden wheeled cart pulled 
either by a horse or by a team of ox- 
en. Some are overflowing with hay

@ Exeminer of Banks Dept., 
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Air freight dispute 


THE DESIRE by former air force chief Motti Hod to create an 
aviation company for the export of agricultural produce has 


stirred up 2 hornet’s nest. 


The rift is, broadly, between those who support ΕΠ Al, which 
wants to do the carrying: and those who support the farm 
sector, which wants cheaper air freight — and never mind who 


does the 


The Transport Ministry, traditionally a loyal backer of the 
national airline, suffered 2 setback in the Knesset Economic 
Committee on Wednesday, when Oppositionist Pessah Grupper 
showed the power and popularity of the agricultural lobby in 


this particular confrontation. 


Are the farmers right in their belief that air freight can be 
cheapened? The most important contribution to lowering costs 
was made by Hl Al itself, when it recently acquired a Jumbo 
jet for cargo work. The capacity of the 747 is three times that 
of the Boeing 707, enabling the airline to reduce its quotation 


from $750 a ton to $380. 


Mr. Hod goes further. He offers to carry for only $250 a ton, 
but imposes a condition: that while his company is 
with his consent, to shipping only agricultural cargoes out of 
Israel, it should be authorised to compete for general merchan- 
dise (all consignments exceeding 4.5 tons) on the way back; 
otherwise his planes will have to return empty. 

Even so, he cannot possibly — El Al maintains — keep the 
price down to $250, unless he achieves full cargoes on every 
single trip in both directions; which is impossible. El Al is 
probably right, but does not want’ to let him try. And this 
weakens the force of its argument. 

The same contradiction was heard over charters. ἘΠ Al argued 
that its group fares are cheaper, yet it opposed the introduc- 
tion of charter flights tooth and nail. If ἘΠῚ Al is so sure it can 
compete (and it probably can), why not put the matter to the 


test?

both worlds. What the Ministry decided is to set up the cargo 
company; give 49 per cent of its shares to Hl Al, and another 
2 per cent to the Government; and appoint El Al’s Managing 
Director, Mordechai Ben-Ari, as the company’s board chairman. 

This is a pointless arrangement. If the company is to be 
placed under El Al's control, why set it up in the first place? 
El Al supplies air freight services as it is, that is part of its 
job. The only justification for creating a second company is if 
it competes with El Al; and that is not allowed. 

The alternatives, in fact, are two, not three. One is to pigeon- 
hole the entire cargo-company project. El Al should be required 
to create the proper facilities within its own ranks, for handling 
the air-freight traffic in a businesslike manner. 

The second possibility is to establish a company, but under 
separate ownership. It should be free to charter airspace from 


El Al or other carriers,

the true options. Any in-between solution will be a non-deci- 
sion, perpetuating the problem it purports to settle. 


An act of hostility 


EVEN THOSE who have come to expect the worst in fraudulent 
hypocrisy from UN bodies may be appalled by the Draft Re- 
commendations of the Committee of Twenty on the Inalienable

By a selective distortion of past history and previous UN 
decisions, the Committee has concocted a series of Palestinian

This document is now being solemnly considered by the Se- 
curity Council, which has repeatedly declared the necessity for 
8 negotiated settlement between the States of the region. The 
Government of Israel has wisely decided to stay away from this 
spurious and obscene debate, which is immediately designed as 
a slightly belated payoff to Syria for Undof’s extension, and 
as a means of diverting attention from the Arab fratricidal 


war in Lebanon. Ξ 


The Government would, however, do well to go beyond mere 
boycott of the proceedings. It should inform the four govern- 
pay among oe represented on the Committee which maintain 
r ions with Israel, that, by affixing their signatures to the 
Draft Recommendations, they committed an unpardonable act 
of hostility towards this country. And it should make it crystal

DAVAR (Histadrut): “The fact thet 
πεν πὸ τᾶρο ἐξ Council has again 
le to discussing Israel 
and the administered territories 
while blood was flowing in Lebanon 
illustrates what has become of the 
Security Counci!: Any dispute 
between the non-aligned states, even 
if it endangers world peace, is out-of- 
bounds. But the Council [8 easily con- 
vened by the anti-Israel coalition of 
Arab, Moslem and Communist 
states to condemn Israel as racist. 
“The recommendations of the 
‘Palestine Committee’ were. based 
on the Assembly resolution which 


would pave the way not to ἃ true 
settlement, but to ending Israeli 
sovereignty and entirely ignore 
resolutions 242 and 338. Israel has 
nothing to in ἃ debate on such a 
basis, and although Israel no longer 
stands by a principie of refusing to 
participate in any UN debates in 
which the PLO ts represented, the 
Foreign Ministry took the right deci- 
sion in this instance. 

“Tt is hoped that the U.S. and other 
Weatern states will dissoctate 
themselves from this hostile tactic 
and that Washington will not hesitate 
to apply the veto if necessary.” 
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“I DON’T see any serious threat to 
my premiership,” says Yitzhak 
Rabin, almost nonchalantly. 
“Neither from within the Labour 
Party, nor from without." 

Not that he ia unaware of the 
threats that do exist. 

But he is confident that none of 
these threats are ‘'serlous’" — 
belleving his policy is right, and 
successful, and will ultimately be 
recognized as such. He expects to 
lead the Labour Alignment into the 
next election, and expects the party 
to do well — “lf it prepares itself 
properly, aa it can and must.'* 

When the people are calied to take 
steck of his record, their ‘common 
sense” will prevail over malicious 
newspaper writers and malevolent 
politicians who unjustly essai] him. 

His confidence is based in pert on 
the impressively accurate unfolding 
of the foreign policy scheme — the 
“conceptzia” — which he laid out 
when he took office, two years ago, 
and which he has pursued 
consistently ever since. 

The kingpin was the interim agree- 
ment with Hgypt. In his celebrated 
interview with Yoel Marcus, in 
December 1074, Rabin explained 
that Israel's cardinal interest was to 
avoid Egypt's moving back into the 
Soviet camp — to drive a wedge 
between Egypt and Syria. 

This has been achieved — with a 
vengeance. Obviously, says Rabin, 
“I can't pretend to have predicted 
the Lebanese crisis,” which has so 
dramatically deepened the inter- 
Arab rifts. But he recalls reading 
that Napoleon, when selecting new 
generals, would ask each candidate 


to “prove you have luck on your 
side." 


“All talk of peace is merely the 
wishful thinking of fools if there is no 
process of change in Arab thinking 
towards us,”’ Rabin says. “This igan 
historic process and it implies a fun- 
damental inter-Arab re-evaluation 
and, no doubt, inter-Arab ferment." 


“PROCESS”: this is the keyword 
for Rabin, the foundation of his 
policy — and, he believes, of his 
political problems at home. 

“My policy is not simple: it is 
sophisticated. Not black-or-white. 
Not peace-or-nothing. I am trying to 
encourage a process. A process of 
change — in state of mind, in men- 
tality, in political realities. 

The policy sought to nurture the 
process of change perceived in 
Egypt. After the Yom Kippur War, 
Sadat shifted the pattern of national 
priorities, stressing now his coun- 
try's social and economic problems. 

“Be staked his prestige on success 
in these areas. The military option, 
at least for the time being, was 
downgraded. As a direct result, 
Egypt began to move away from its 
heavy dependence on the Soviet 
Union. Because the Soviet supply 
only one thing in the Middle East — 
the war option.

Sir, — I am a Protestant minister, 
and I have been to Israel many 
times. I love your land and your peo- 
ple. I have even put my money 
where my mouth (and heart) 18 and 
buy Israeli bonds.

But I cannot understand why an 
otherwise fearless people, and 
‘perhaps the only truly democratic 
people in the whole of the Middle 
Bast, have such a phobia against 
Christian missionaries. 

T have read, of course, about the 
Spanish Inquisition and forced con- 
versions that were conducted in the 
past. But those days are gone, and I 
don't honestly know of any Christian 
group who resorts to thoze tactics to 
day. Besides, you cannot really 
make anyone adopt a faith. 

‘The number of believing Jews that 
convert to Christianity and the 
number of believing Christians who 
convert to Judaism must he ex- 
tremely small..Conversions, 85 far 
ps I have been able to see, usually 
happen among those who may have 
had ancestral roots in a religion, but 
are themselves of practically no 
religious belief. So why all the fear 
and the fuss? All the missionaries 
are doing is finding those who really 
have no faith at all, and giving them 
a faith to live by. This is better than 
leaving them practical athiests, isn’t 
it?

Rabin sums up

-**Make no mistake, though, 
Kosygin's hasty visit last week 
was uot at the Iraqis" or 
Syrians’ request. The Soviets are 
scared — panic-stricken — at the 
thought of possibly losing their last 
important foothold in the Middle 
East: Syria. (iraq offers them 
nothing in the context of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict.) I don't see the 
Kosygin visit as any kind of initiative 
(to set up a new “north-eastern 
front”’) — but rather as an effort ‘to 
cut losses."" 

“T mention this to prove that the 
process is still in motion. It must be 
Seen in historical perspective, not in 
terms of months or a couple of 
years...” 

The Soviets’ concern over Syria, 
Rabin continues, is aggravated, too, 
by current developments in Lebanon 
— and also, in the longer range, by 
Saudi Arabia's increasingly active 
and powerful influence. Both Egypt 
-and Syria are becoming ever more 
dependent on Saudi Arabian aid to 
sustain their defence-burdened 
economies, τ 

“The Arab world is not what it was 
twenty years ago. No regime can 
stay in power now if it fails to 
provide economic development, 
more education, higher li stan- 
dards. Egypt and Syria have become 
utterly dependent on Saudi aid. 

“In Saudia itself, meanwhile, 
things have changed. The fanatical 
Feisal is gone, and the new rulers 
are not prepared to pay out money 
without some measure of political 
cooperation — both from Egypt and 
trom Syria. Thus while Syria receiv- 
ed some $800 million from the Saudis 
last year, this year so far it has got 
only $45 million.” 

The Saudis thereby exercise a 
potentially important ‘moderating 
influence” on Egypt and Syria — not 
vis-a-vis Israel (of course), but vis-a- 
vis the Soviet Union, still the Saudis’ 
greatest bugbear. 

Says Rabin: ‘This could gradually 
open up new possibilities in the Mid- 
die Bast which — if the U.S. and 
Israel develop them sensibly — 
could perhaps facilitate advance- 
ment of the peace process." 


THE NEXT STEP in his scheme, 
says Rabin, should be an end-of-war 
accord, with Egypt and Syria jointly. 
“In my view, and Syria would 
not go (into it) without Jordan, and 
50 we must be prepared for an agree- 
ment with Jordan too." 

The end-of-war initiative has lain 
fallow for months now, but for Rabin 
it is by no means a dead letter. He 
believes {t “has a much better 
chance in 1976 or 1977 than the illu- 
sion of ἃ one-leap move to peace — 
and I mean peace as Israel un- 
derstands it.” 

His policy so far, Rabin adds, has 
for the time being reduced 


the chance of an all-out Arab 
threat against Israel (“nevertheless 
I would never prophesy on the 
chances of war breaking aut"), and 
has obtained for Israel un- 
precedented levels of American 
military and economic aid. “Even 
without the transitional quarter we 
shall have received more than δέ 
guuen over two years — and I still 
believe we'll get at least part of the 
transitional aid." 
‘The policy has resulted, too, in “a 
understanding with the U.S. 
on the overall approach... There is 
certainly moré, understanding for 
the Israe] Government’s policy in 
the U.S. than there ia in the Opposi- 
tion here, or among all sorts of 
critics within the Labour Alighment 
— who are in the main motivated by 
personal consideration..."

Sir, — I count myself among the 
“demographic bookkeepers” whom 
Mr. Yosef Hermoni scorns in his ar- 
Hele of June 6, In commenting on ft, I 
shall ignore ‘his obscene jibe at the 
“trauma” felt in this country over 
the death of thousands of young men 
in the Yom Kippur War. 

I do not question that a mystic 
faith kept the Jewish people alive 
through the centuries, and in modern 
times was tranamuted into secular 
Zionism. The spirit shown by Gush 
Emunin isa valuable element in our 
national life — hut only if it ia 
harnessed to rational! policies. 
Mysticism is not a substitute for 
statedraft. 

After nearly three decades of in- 
dependence and five wars, we atill 
find ourselves in a complex and 
dangerous situation, locked in con- 
flict with a hostile Arab world. I 
believe that incorporating the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip in the State 
would weaken it and reduce its 
chances of survival. The door would 
be shut to any of an Isreel- 
Arab accommodation in the 
foreseeable future. Our rule would 
be forced on another million resent- 
ful Arabs who could not possibly 
share our Zionist mission or our 
Jewish identity. We would ourselves 
be reviving within Israel the clash of 
reser re that marked man- 

tory Palestine. It is cant 
that certain leaders of tatects existing 
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Israel Arab community are already 
rejecting our concept of a Jewish 
State with an Arab minority, and 
want to be regarded as a separate 
national entity ina bi-nattonal state. 

We cannot escape our dilemma by 
including the administered 
territories in a Greater Israel while 
denying their inhabitants political 
rights. That would be creating an 
Israel version of the South African 
problem. Like Professor Yadin (and 
probably a majority in the present 
coalition cabinet), I want an Israel 
which will remain both Jewish and 
democratic. We have to be concern- 
ed about the defence aspect of draw- 
ing boundaries; apart from that, the 
demography of the State matters 
more than its geography. 


Mr. Hermoni should not suggest |. 


that those who disapprove of Kad-" 
dum do so because they hate Gush 
Emunim, or because they cling to 
pipe-dreams. The real issue is a fun- 
damental one. Without respect for 
the democratic process and the rule 
of law, our political system and our 
society will disintegrate. Gush 
Emunim or any other group of 
citizens haa the right to dissent from:
